ALLEGATIONS BY NEGRO 


LEADERS, 

A Reuter’s Chicago telegram of Wednesday 
says:—Whites attacked the Provident Negro 
Hospital here yesterday, and shooting followed, 
ih which a negro was fatally wounded. Two 
policemen and seven other persons were injured. 
Policemen ultimately beat off the crowd, which 
was endeavouring to enter the hospital. 

Fighting took place early in the evening in 
various parts of the black belt, knives, razors, 
and slingshots being generally used. Only a few 
pistols were seen. The attack on the negro hos- 
pital was followed by rioting around the cross- 
ing of State and 35th Streets, Two whites and 
two negroes were killed, and approximately 
thirty negroes, two whites, and two policemen 
were injured. The total number of deaths up to 

y evening was twenty-four. The troops 
have not yet been called out all through. 
_ During the night crowds of whites penetrated 
into the Downton district, avowedly hunting 
negroes. Over 1.200 negroes, employés of the 
Municipal Government, were sent to their homes 
ers ó to remein until the trouble ends. 

For the first time fighting oceurred on the 
north skle last evening, when negroes were shot 
and wounded.

DETECTIVE SERGEANT 
SERIOUSLY WOUNDED.

ATTACKED BY FIVE MEN. 


Detective-Sergeant Patrick Smith, of the 
“G" Division of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, was seriously wounded last night while 
returning to his home at 51 Millmount avenue, 
Drumcondra, 

Two versions are given of the outrage. Tt 
appears to have been a most determined 
attempt on the life of the sergeant. 

One is to the effect that he got off his tram. 
ear at Drumeondra Bridge, and walked to Mill- 
mount avenue, which is near at hand. He 
went towards his house on the left-hand side, 
and when he had gone but a short distance a 
number of shots -were fired from revolvers by 
five men standing at the corner, The avenue 
is not well lighted, and very few people were 
«Sout at the time, 

The other story is that the shots were dis- 
charged by men who were sitting on the bridge. 
In all, about ten or twelve shots were fired. 

Attracted by the sound of the firing, the 
constable on patrol duty came upon the scene, 
but by that time the men who had fired the 
shots had disappeared. The constable had the 
wounded sergeant brought into his own home, 
and the Corporation ambulance was summoned. 
The Fire Brigade received the call at 11.16 
p.m. 

Serceant Smith was conteyed 
ambulance to the Mater Misericordi# Hospital, 
where he was attended by Dr. Butteriy, 
House Surgeon. A priest, Rev. Father Grabam, 
rendered spiritual ministrations at the hospital. 

On examination it was found that there were 
five bullet wounds, one of which appeared to be 
an exit wound. It is, therefore, assumed that 
there are four bullets in the sergeant’s body. 
Two of these have been located. 

There are wounds in the front and back of 
the right thigh. one in the right hip, one in 
the back, to the left side in the lumbar 
region, while one bullet entered the left side of 
the back, and passing through the body, lodged 
inside the skin on the chest, over the heart. A 
bullet is also lodged under the skin in the right 
hip.
